This 
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This Letter, thus accidentally discovered in the Possession of the Claimant, establishes the fol- 


lowing Facts, namely, that the Anne Bes!, to whom it is addressed, had a Brother; that she had 
also a Relation, Whose Rank and Place of Residence correspond with those of Lady As//ey ; that 
by her Marriage with Bes/, this Relation was highly offended ; that this Relation had been as a 
Mother to her, because her poor Father had scarce where to lay his Head; that Sir Jom, the Hus- 
band of this Relation, had been her best Friend, and that she had baptized her Child by his Name. 


And these Facts, thus established, correspond in the most minute Manner with the Facts before 
given in Evidence, relating to Anne, whether considered as the Sister of Edward, or as the Niece 
of Lady Axley ; and therefore they confirm the Inference ſormerly drawn as to the Identity of her 
Person: for Anne, the Sister of Edward, was before proved to be of Meaids/one, to have married 
a William Besl, and to have baptized her Child by the Name of Aden: and Arne, the Niece of 
Lady Asley, was before proved to have lived with Sir J and Lady As//ey in their House, (the 
Palace at Maids/one) and to have been a considerable Legatee in the Will of Sir John dbtley. 
And from this coincidence of Facts, it seems hardly ꝓossible to doubt that Anne, who is men- 
tioned in the Register of Maids/one as the Daughter of Rover! Bridges Esquire, and Sister of 
Edward; the Anne, who is mentioned in the Will of Sir John Axle as the Niece of his Wife; 
the Anne Bridges of Maidsone, who is mentioned in the Register of Owre, as the Wife of // i/ſram 
Bes/, and the Mother of As/ley Bes; the Person mentioned as the Wife of I} i/{:am Beal in the 
Receipt in which he calls Edward his BROTHER ; and the Anne Bess, to whom the above Letter is 
addressed, were one and the same Peron; and to answer those several Descriptions, she must 
have been the Daughter of Nobert, the only Brother of Lady Alle; if she was such, and there- 
fore the Niece of Lady As//ey, her Brother must have been the Son of Robert, and Nephew of 
Lady Alley; and it is submitted that it has now been proved from the Family Papers of the 
Claimant, coupled with the other Evidence, that Edward, the Claimant's Ancestor, was the Brother 
of this Anne, and consequently that Edward, the Claimant's Ancestor, must have been the Son of 
Nobert, the only Brother of Lady As//ey, and the Grandson of Anhony Bridges, and the Great 
Grandson of John, 1st Lord Chandos. 


However some Proceedings in the Prerogative Court of the Archbishop of Canerhury, at Lon- 
don, have lately been found. by which it appears, that upon the Death of Lady afl in 1648, 
Administration of her Effects was granted to John Bridges, Son of Rickard, Brother of Anthony, 
and first Cousin of the Intestate, in a Suit carried on in London between him and Frances Downger 
Countess of Exeter, Grand Daughter of Edmund, Lord Chandos, elder Brother of An/htony and 
Richerd ; it has alto been discovered by an Entry in a Licence-Book, remaining in the Arch- 
bishep's Office at Cartertuiry, that Edward Bridges, the Ancestor of the Clafmant, was living in 
the Year 1662, although the Claimant being misled by a Deed executed by Ju/1;, the Son of 
Kdward,in 1659 to which Edward, if living, ought to have been a Party); and by an Entry in the Regis- 
ter of the Parish of Sit George, at Canterbury, had stated him to have died in the Year 1646. Edward, 
the Nephew of Lady As/ey, if he were living, and had put in his Claim, was entitled to the Administration 


of her Effects, in preference to John, the Son of Richard Bridges; and therefore this Omission ſur-

But it is material to observe the Time, the Place, and the Manner of these Proceedings. The 
Suit was carried on in London from May 1648, to January 1648-9, a Time not only of general 
ational Confusion, but of a violent Insurrection in the County of Kent, which cut off all Com- 


Wewton's History of Munication between London and the Eastern Part of the County. 


The Proceedings appear to contain only the Allegations of the Parties, or their Proctors. Edward 
was no Party to them; nor is any Notice taken in them of any other Relations of the deceased than 
the litigating Parties, although several were then living of the same Degree of Kindred as the 
Countess, and one, at least, of the same Degree as John; and the Countess could only be induced 
to prosecute her Claim by a total Ignorance of her Opponent John, and his Descent. It is there— 
fore submitted that any Inference which can be drawn from an Omission on the Part of Edward to 
prosecute a Right of such a Nature, under such Circumstances, and at such a Period, is altogether 
Insufficient to destroy the Effect of the strong positive Evidence by which the Case of the Claimant 
is supported. It is not zmprobable that this Circumstance of Omission might actually happen, but 
it is conceived to be altogether and utterly :mpossble that the present Claimant should have been 
able to prove, by Documents ſrom his own family Writings, and otherwise, the Facts which have 
been before detailed relative to that Edward Bridges, from whom he is certainly descended, and 
relative to Anne Bes!, unless that Edward was really, and in Truth, the Brother of Anne Bes! ; unless 
that Anne Best was really, and in Truth, the Niece of Lady As/ley, and unless that Edward and 
Anne were really, and in Truth, the Son and Daughter of a Brother of Lady As//ey. 


Anne Best was certainly the Niece of Lady Astley ; Lady Asile certainly had a Brother of the 
Name of Robert ; Lady Aslley's Brother Robert as certainly had a Son and Daughter of the Names 
of Edward and Anne; and it seems Clear to Demonstration, upon the Prooſs, that the Claimant's 
Ancestor Edward was Brother to Anne Best. That such Proof as has been furnished in this Case 
could have been furnished by the Claimant as relative to, and actually applying to, Edward the 
Claimant's Ancestor, if Edward, the Claimant's Ancestor was not the Brother of Anne Bes!l, is alto- 
gether incredible ; and if he was, he must have been the Son of the Brother of Lady As/ey.
